31, the day before New Year’s, 
although the library will close 
at 5 p.m. 


To Initiate 
Central 
Purchasing 


Central purchasing will be in- 
stituted for the town and school 
departments beginning with the 
fiscal year which starts July 1, 
1974, 

The selectmen Monday night 
instructed the town manager to 
proceed with a plan to be worked 
out between he and Supt. of 
Schools Kenneth R. Seifert to 
“implement provisions of the 
town manager charter.’’ with

The town manager charter, 
adopted by the town in 1958, 
provides for the town manager to 
be the purchasing authority for 
the town, inclusive of school 
materials with the exception of 
such items as text books.

Our Christmas Cover 


For our Christmas cover this 
year, we present the painting, 
“Nativity,” by the [8th century 
American master, John Singleton 
Copley. 

The copy of the painting is 
presented through the courtesy of 
the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston. 


The painting, done in 1776-1777, 
had been lost for over 100 years 
and acquired by the museum in 
1971 after being located in London. 

It was unveiled during the 
Christmas season a year ago at the 
museum in Boston where the artist 
was born. 

Although the Copley Nativity 
was known from engravings and 


drawings, one of the latter being in 
the Museum's collection, its loca- 
tion remained a mystery for over 
100 years. The painting appeared 
at an auction at Sotheby and Co., 
London, in 1971, identified as a 
work by Benjamin West (1738- 
1820). However, Jules Prown, 
Director of The Paul Mellon 
Center for British Art and British 
Studies, Yale University, identified 
the painting as the lost Copley 
Nativity described in his definitive 
catalogue on the artist. It had been 
in a private collection in England 
since 1864. 

Copley paints the Virgin in a 
long white dress which reflects the 
taste of the 18th century. She is 


surrounded by a vigorously 
painted group of shepherds and 
animals. It is presumed that 
Copley’s wife and newly-born 
daughter served as subjects for the 
painting. A landscape with a rising 
moon is set in the background. 


Copley (1738-1815) painted the 
Nativity shortly after moving from 
Boston to England in 1774, where 
he spent the rest of his life. The 
painting demonstrated his ex- 
perimentation with religious and 
heroic subjects as opposed to por- 
traiture. 


The acquisition was funded by 
the Ernest Wadsworth Longfellow 
Fund for pictures and paintings. 


Budget Trimming Continues 


The Andover School Com- 
mittee continued its budget- 
trimming sessions Tuesday night 
with a promise not just to cut 
back administration requests to 
$8,750,000, but, when all is said 
and done, to come in far lower. 

That $8.7 million was the 
preliminary figure presented to 
the town - $908,925 more than the 
current budget, but $331,086 
below administration requests, 

By cutting $29)510 \from  re- 
quests’ for library services and 


gasoline for school buses, Tues- 
day night, the Committee just 
about reached the halfway point 
down to $8.7 million. 

The total cuts, for ‘decreases 
in the increases,’ as Chairman 
Frank Griggs prefers to put it, 
now totals more than $150,000. 
Griggs also reaffirmed the com- 
mittee’s goal of a no-tax-increase 
budget. 

Tuesday’s cuts included $15,000 
from the $55,000 request for 
library, services, ‘Mrs. Herman 


Freedman, director of libraries, 
stated her case. 

Actually, Mrs. Freedman said, 
it would take $80,000 to bring An- 
dover up to the 1969 standards set 
by the American Library 
Association for school media 
centers. Books, she said, have 
gone up about 50 percent in price 
and government documents, in 
some cases, aS much at 700 per- 
cent.

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A Parking 
Lot Off 
Route 93? 


A proposed 25 acre “parking 
lot’? off Route 93 in the River 
Road area has Andover 
selectmen concerned. 

The proposed rest stop area 
appeared before the selectmen 
Monday night in a memo from 
Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin who said that he had 
heard about the proposal and 
checked it out with state depart- 
ment of public works officials. 

Austin said that in talking with 
state officials he learned that the 
proposal is not a new one, that a 
rest area, with sanitary 
facilities, etc., had been planned 
by the state for some time, but 
never funded. 

Funds are now apparently 
available, Austin advised. 

Selectman Alan F. French ex- 
pressed his opposition to the 
matter strongly noting that he 
felt Andover had been more than 
lenient in its contribution to state 
highway plans, the town being 
bisected by Route 93 and 495 with 
incumbent loss of considerable 
acreage. 

A particular critic of 
regional plans, French emphasiz- 
ed that he felt Andover’s con- 
tribution on behalf of the region 
in a highway system was quite 
sufficient without the added loss 
of 25 acres for a parking lot. He 
felt this was once Andover should 
be strong in a single voice of op- 
position. 

Selectman French also com-

restore power, from 3 a.m. Mon- 
day morning to 3 a.m. Tuesday. 

A utility pole at the corner of 
Andover’s Main and School 
Streets snapped and toppled at 
10:50 a.m., when a tree in front of 
Phillips Academy’s Office of 
Physical Plant cracked and 
dropped an ice-heavy branch on 
it. Fortunately, PA was already 
recessed for vacation, for the 
branch, pole and wires fell on the 
sidewalk at a spot normally 
heavily trafficked by students 
crossing Main Street between 
classes on the main PA campus 
and those of the former Abbot 
campus. 

The ensuing power blackout in 
the Morton Street, Phillips Street 
and Chapel Avenue area included 
PA’s administration building.

vicemen were sent from the 
elevator company; they drained 
the hydraulic fluid and lowered 
the elevator to the first floor, 
springing Mosca from his 
predicament. 

Shorts and power failures oc- 
curred erractically all day across 
town, as ice-coated branches 
either fell across phases of the 
conductors or were weighted 
down enough to lie across them. 
Massachusetts Electric Com- 
pany’s district manager, James 
Dolan, and district superinten- 
dent, Dennis Mahoney, explained 
that this immediately takes the 
“feeder” out, and cuts off the 
power to the area serviced by 
that feeder or section. Mahoney 
confirmed that Monday’s sleet 
and ice deluge was the most 
damaging day of weather since a 
winter storm two years ago 
February. 

Although the School and Main 
Street telephone pole was the 
most spectacularly damaged, the 
widest power loss in Andover 
was in the Ballardvale - Lowell 
Street area, where 1200 people 
were without power for four 
hours. Power losses were 
minimized, Mahoney said,

because new equipment installed, 
recently as part of maintenance 
sectionalizes power distribution; 
this allows workers to isolate 
affected areas, and contain the 
power loss to smaller service 
areas than before. - District 
Manager Dolan said that 
Massachusetts Electric’s policy 
was to repair first the equipment 
servicing the largest number of 
people, then proceed as quickly 
as possible to the power failures 
that hit two or three, or in- 
dividual homes. Service was 
restored to the Chapel Avenue 
area, and to a last pocket of 
power loss on Bancroft Road as 
approximately 2 a.m. Tuesday, 
and the last repair crews sent 
home to bed. 

But with Andover’s power 
situation back to normal, 
Superintendent Mahoney said, 
four Massachusetts Electric 
repair crews were dispatched 
Tuesday morning to help 
repairmen with severe storm 
damage in the western part of 
the state. Andover was left with 
electric service intact, but 
severe damage to many fine 
trees. 

Andover Public Works Direc- 
tor Robert E. McQuade reported 
that at least 60 calls were 
answered for fallen trees or 
limbs during the storm period.

The $55,000 budget would 
provide less than one new book 
per child, she said, adding that 
Andover’s current average of 10 
to 12 books per pupil is ‘‘very 
low’’ compared to national stan- 
dards. 

‘‘We should have at least 20,” 
she went on, ‘‘not counting 
reference books’’. 

Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, 
superintendent of schools, took 
up the cause by questioning the 
“priority of buses over books.”’ 

He said that Andover school 
costs are $1100 to $1200 per stu- 
dent, and that in comparison, $9 
per student is for library services 
- including replacement of old 
books - is not much. In fact, he 
said, that comes down to less 
than $2 per pupil for new books, 
while the schools are paying 
more than $40 per pupil to 
transport them. 

‘“‘We are expanding the 
teacher-pupil ratio,’’ he went on, 
and as we ‘groupize,’ we need 
more materials. How well can a 
child interact with materials in 
the classroom if we only spend 
four to six percent of the budget 
on those materials?” 

If we as educators have any 
discretion,’ he said, “‘it is in this 
area. 

Committeeman. John Wragg 
made the motion to cut back the 
library requests to $40,000, while 
colleague William King 
countered that considering the 
increased cost of paper, the cut 
was ‘‘more than a nick - a 
wholesale whack.” 

Chairman Griggs added that 


The 


the $40,000 was about the same as 
this year's budget for the 
libraries, which he called a 
“supplementary program.” 

“This is not a keystone to the 
whole education process,’ he 
said, 

Some $12,710 was cut from gas- 
oline in the transportation 
category, by lowering the es- 
timated price of gasoline for next 
year from $1 a gallon, to 50 cents 
a gallon. Gas is at 42.9 cents. 

An $1800 cutback, to $8,200, in 
bus transportation to Lesley 
College, will still provide buses 
for 25 to 30 student teachers to 
West and Sanborn Schools, accor- 
ding to Seifert. 

The student teachers, primari- 
ly seniors, spend four days a 
week in those schools in what 
Seifert called ‘‘educationally and 
economically, a fine bargain.”’ 
He said it costs the town about 35 
cents per hour for near- 
professional help. 

At the same time, he said, the 
cooperating teachers receive 
vouchers for course work at the 
college, plus the college provides 
a good supply of new teachers, 
with a minimum recruitment ef- 
fort. 

Wragg asked the Finance 
Commettee to come up with firm 
gas and oil price estimates on 
which to base budget requests, 
and the Committee charged the 
administration to look into the 
possibility of saving money by 
putting the kindergarten and late 
bus routés out on bid, as the 
regular routes currently are. 
They also asked for possible cut- 
back in the number of regular 
buses, by expanding some 
routes, and postponed for further 
study special education transpor- 
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tation requests totalling $72,500. 

The pruning process last 
Wednesday lopped another $55,- 
000 from the maintenance 
budget, as well as $7,500 for a 
facilities and site study and $3,- 
000 in other expenses from the 
central office account, and $3,250 
from school committee ex- 
penses. 

The maintenance budget, 
originally totalling $243,070, had 
previously been trimmed by 
$2000 for electrical maintenance. 
Wednesday’s cuts included $25,- 
000 which will delay completion 
of an alarm system which will 
eventually cost $80,000; $25,000 
for a study aimed at ‘‘a more 
effective and economical 
maintenance schedule”’ (the ad- 
ministration is to ask parents’ 
groups in each school to consider 
taking on that task); and $5,000 
for replacement of a truck. This 
year’s budget had included $25,- 
000 to begin installation of the 
alarm system. 

Chairman Griggs emphasized 
Tuesday night that the three 
public work sessions so far repre- 
sent only the ‘‘first pass’’ at the 
1974-75 budget, and that ‘‘the ax- 
e’’ will fall harder next time 
around.”’ 

The next public session is 
scheduled for Jan, 2, at 7:30 p.m., 
at the high school. The Jan. 15 
meeting, Seifert said, is the most 
important for the public to at- 
tend, since the bigger cuts will 
probably be made at that time.

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Roger Faces Duty, 
Region and Reason 


Sometimes pursuing your con- 
sidered public duty does not have 
its reward, as Chairman Roger 
W. Collins of the selectmen found 
out Monday night. 

Chairman Collins had attended 
a meeting set up by the Greater 
Lawrence Chamber of 
Commerce last Friday at which 
town and city officials met with 
state senators, representatives 
and area industrial leaders. 

Monday night he reported to 
his colleagues on the session and 
said additional sessions are con- 
templated in the future to afford 
a forum for discussion of mutual 
problems. 

Collins said he felt the meeting 
worthwhile and beneficial. 

But, Selectman Milton 
Greenberg and Alan F. French 
viewed it in another light, with a 
general consensus that such a 
forum is unnecessary. 

Selectman Greenberg said 
that he did not think there was 
need of another regional forum 
for discussion of mutual 
problems, citing Andover’s par- 
ticipation in various regional 
committees and boards at pre- 
sent. 

Collins said that no decisions 
were made at the meeting, just 
general discussion. He said it 
was a good opportunity to meet 
with the area legislators. The 
chairman emphasized he could 
see no harm in such a meeting 
and felt the town should be 
represented. 

Greenberg, however, referred 
to such meetings as a ‘‘further 
proliferation and dillution of

For an 85 year old man 
memories are long this season of 
the year. Frederick Cheever, or 
Fred as he is affectionately 
known to old Andoverites, looks 
back to the Christmases of his 
youth when, as he puts it, things 
were simpler. 

“How has the holiday changed 
during my lifetime?’ he com- 
ments, ‘‘Put it this way, things 
weren’t quite as frantic as they 
seem today. Don’t get me wrong 
though, the approach of the holi- 
day then caused plenty of excite- 
ment, particularly among 
youngsters but for the most part 
it was individually motivated. 
We didn’t have the deluge of 


. commercial promotion that the 


public is subjected to today. 

Instead of beating the adver- 
tising drums for the holiday as 
early as October, merchants and 
their patrons didn’t start thinking 
about it seriously until the latter 
part of November or the first 
part of December. Then the aura 
of the Christmas spirit began to 
blossom. Merchants decorated 
their windows and displayed all 
manner of goodies to whet the 
appetites of passers-by. Wreaths 
and fir branches abounded but 
there was no decorative street 
lighting such as we have now or 
did have until the energy crisis. 

There was plenty of hustle and 
bustle. When you drove into town 
on a shopping spree you literally 
rode in a one horsepower buggy 
and parking was no great 
problem. 

My home, which was built by 
my grandfather Bancroft over a 
century ago, has witnessed more 
than 100 Christmases. It has a 
deep significance for me. My 
mother was born there, I was 
born there as were my nine 
brothers and sisters six of whom 
survived to adulthood. with such 
a house full of children things 
hummed but mother was a good 
manager and managed to keep us 
in line. 

A week or two before the jolly 
fellow with the whiskers was due 
she and the girls were busy 
straightening up the place. The 
kitchen became a center of 
furious activity with pies, plum 
puddings and all manner of 
mouth watering delicacies being 
prepared. The big wood range 
glowed constantly and we boys 
worked overtime keeping it fuel- 
ed. 

About four or five days before 
Christmas my brothers and I 
would head for the woods in the 
neighborhood in search of a tree. 
Once we found one that suited us 
we'd chop it down and bring it 
home to set it up in the parlor. 
Then the fun of decorating began. 
A good bit of the ornamentation 
was home made, notably the pop- 
corn chains which we festooned 
from the tip of the tree to the 
base. This was sandwiched by 
tinsel and a variety of other 
decorations including ribbon and 
candy canes. Mother ruled out 
candles as a safety hazard but 
this in no way detracted from the 
beauty and splendor of this most 
famous Christmas symbol. 

Once these preparations were 
completed a period of agonizing

Employment in Massachusetts 
hit an all-time high in October, 
increasing by nearly 25,000 per- 


Led 
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000 (6.0 percent) were un- 
employed. When adjusted for 
seasonal factors, the unemploy- 
ment rate is estimated at 6.9 per- 
cent. 

October statistics do not 
reflect any impact of the more 
recently developing energy shor- 
tage. Mr. Gilliland noted that 
while there have been recent an- 
nouncements of layoffs due to the 
energy crisis, there are no facts 
presently available to indicate 
that Massachusetts will ex- 
perience a greater impact than 
any other section of the country. 
He also stated that it is too early 
to accurately project what im- 
pact the energy shortage will 
have upon the unemployment 
rate in Massachusetts. 

Unemployment estimates for 
the past year have been recently 
revised to reflect new employ- 
ment data received from the 
federal government, and better 
estimates of State and local un- 
employment. Revised estimates 
indicate that the seasonally ad- 
justed unemployment rate for 
September 1973 was 6.9 percent. 
During 1973 the adjusted rate has 
fluctuated between 6.6 percent 
and 6.9 percent. 

Unemployment levels in 
Massachusetts continue to run 
higher than those for the nation 
as a whole which averaged 5 per- 
cent in early 1973 and 4.7 percent 
in recent months. A slower 
growth in employment in the 
State than in the nation appears 
responsible for this disparity. 
The drop in the national rate was 
achieved by a remarkable 4.0 
percent increase in employment 
while the number of persons 
seeking work increased by only 
3.0 percent. Although employ- 
ment in Massachusetts increased 
a respectable 2.8 percent, this 
growth was not sufficient to 
offset a 3.1 percent increase in 
the State workforce. 

A comparison of unemploy- 
ment estimates (not seasonally 
adjusted) for the eight major 
metropolitanareas reveals major 
differences depending upon the 
industrial mix of the area 
economy. T'he three Metropolitan 
areas dominated by capital goods 
manufacturing - Worcester, 
Springfield - Chicopee - 

Holyoke - Northampton, and 
Lawrence - Haverhill - all have 
lower unemployment than a year 
before. Other areas show no 
changes or even increases in 
their rates. Losses in the shoe in-

‘Tis not the season to put the knock on people, but we 
would question the judgment of area school 
superintendents in allowing classes to be held on Mon- 
day. 

It was a stormy day, icey roads and continuous down- 
pour in the early morning hours. 

Youngsters walking to school would be going to 
classrooms with reduced temperatures due to the 
current energy crisis. 

On such days, many parents choose to drive their 
offspring to school, thus causing further traffic 
problems, not only in the vicinity of school buildings, but 
on all roads as well. 

Walking or driving could well have been considered 
perilous Monday morning. 

Now, we are well aware that on such occasions, judg- 
ment calls can be made either way and viewed positively 
or negatively by observers. 

Pretty generally, in this area, the administrators make 
a general observation following conferring with one 
another, and cancel classes throughout Greater 
Lawrence. 

Three of the area’s top school administrators now 
make the Andovers their home. Under such conditions as 
prevailed Monday morning we would suggest there 
should have been a 75 per cent approval of calling off 
classes for the day. 

There is, of course, the recourse that parents should 
use common sense and judge whether or not to send their 
children to school on such days. A little common sense on 
the part of those in charge, we feel, is more in order. 


Central Purchasing 


The idea of the town and school department going into 
a central purchasing setup seems a commendable move 
on the part of both agencies and long overdue.

For many years there has been duplication of effort in 
purchasing of some supplies and even in some municipal 
procedures. 

This will now be halted, and, we trust, some savings 
realized. 

Even if the savings represents only minor amounts at 
the outset, it will be beneficial, since it will represent a 
concerted effort at eliminating overlapping services, so 
long a plague to many communities. 

Obviously, in this day and age, any effort to save the 
taxpayer money is meritorious. We certainly hope this 
move pays dividends.

To stretch out a scant wood 
supply, Ralph Goodno, Extension 
Agent at the Essex Agricultural 
and Technical Institute suggests 
trying paper logs. Do not expect 
the same amount of heat from 
newspaper or magazines as you 
receive from seasoned wood, but 
use them as a supplementary 
source when hardwood is not 
readily available 

To make a log out of 
newspaper; first lay out your 
newspaper, two sheets at a time 
and sprinkle with water. Starting 
at the bottom of the sheet, tightly 
roll to the top. Continue in this 
manner until you have made a 
paper log that is at least 6 inches 
in diameter. To hold the log 
together, roll on the diagonal of 2 
or 3 newspaper sheets that have 
been tully spread out. Stuff the 
covering into each end otf the log 


\llow to dry tor about one week. 


Magazines can also be utilized 
as paper logs. Don’t mix 
different grades of paper in one 
log. For instance newspaper and 
magazines should be rolled into 
separate logs or they may burn 
unevenly. Follow the same 
procedure for logs made of 
magazines as for newspapers. 
You may find that you will have 
to tie the magazine logs at each 
end and in the middle to keep 
them together until dried. 


Motorists who ‘‘take a chance”’

Washington 
Squirrels 
Changing 


If Darwin had missed the 
evolutionary evidence on the 
Galapagos Islands, the theory 
that animals change might have 
been discovered in Washington, 
DG; 

The Washington trend toward 
differing from one’s parents oc- 
curs among gray squirrels. One 
can find traces of such 
divergence among gray squirrels 
in any city, for instance, Atlanta, 
Boston, Hartford, Providence. 
Indeed, some evidence occurs 
among gray squirrels in any city 
east of the Great Plains, for all 
harbor gray squirrel populations. 

The more dramatic evidence in 
Washington seems to be due to 
the capitol city’s wide avenues. 
Any gray squirrel that attempts 
to cross one of those boulevards 
is more likely to be crushed in 
the city’s ceaseless traffic than 
to cause a ripple in a neighboring 
gene pool. As a result, the many 
isolated populations of gray 
squirrels in Washington have 
begun changing the color of their 
fur. Urban wildlife biologists 
report that one block in 
Washington may have squirrels 
that are off-white and the next 
block’s squirrels may be pure 
black. There are intergrades, in- 
cluding the true gray squirrel 
“gray,’’ living in other blocks. 

Gray squirrels tend to be 
slightly variable in color anyway. 
The isolation caused by heavy 
traffic arteries merely develops 
these tendencies by cutting off

the possibility of intermixes 
among the several populations. 

There is an urban wildlife 
observer in New York City who 
swears that at least one gray 
squirrel living in Madison square 
Park crosses Fifth Avenue at 
25th Street to raid a bird feeder 
someone has created at the foot 
of a statue. The unusual thing 
about the squirrel (or squirrels) 
is that he waits for the light to 
halt traffic before crossing the 
street! Most persons who have 
tried to keep a squirrel out of a 
bird feeder will believe the story, 
fabulous as it is. 

The same thing that makes 
gray squirrels either popular or 
very unpopular is involved in 
their problems with urban traf- 
fic. The tree squirrels are abroad 
in daylight, unlike most mam- 
mals that range only after dark. 
As a result, they are familiar 
creatures throughout the East. 

Squirrels also are familiar in 
South Africa, England, Wales, 
Scotland and parts of Australia. 
In all these areas the squirrels 
were introduced by Englishmen 
who never dreamed that gray 
squirrels would develop into 
pests in foreign surroundings. 

Johann Friedrich Gmelin gave 
the gray squirrel a_ scientific 
name which translates: ‘“The 
shade tail of Carolina.’’ Gmelin 
described a squirrel taken from 
the major population that lives 
between central Florida and 
Virginia, and thus the southern 
gray squirrel became the ‘‘type 
species,’’ or the standard against 
which the slightly different sub- 
species are measured. 

The recent interest in urban 
wildlife has made the squirrel a 
favorite study species for urban 
wildlife biologists. For one thing, 
they can be studied between 9 
a.m. and 3 p.m., thus reducing 
the likelihood of being shot for 
rummaging around in an alley 
after dark, as raccoon specialists 
must. 


Cousteau 
Films At 
Aquarium 


The New England Aquarium is 
featuring a festival of Jacques 
Cousteau’s films during Christ- 
mas school vacations, beginning 
December 23 through January 6. 

The films will be shown twice 
daily, including weekends, at 
11:30 a.m. and 2:30 p.m. in the 
Aquarium’s new auditorium. 

“Sharks,’’ which will be shown 
at 11:30 a.m. each day, was film- 
ed aboard Cousteau’s converted 
minesweeper Calypso. Captain 
Cousteau and his divers in- 
vestigate the habits of sharks, 
how they sense the changes in 
their surrounding environment, 
sensitivity to vibrations, smell, 
movement and color, and, 
migratory patterns. ‘‘Sharks”’ 
dramatically demonstrates that 
these experiments are not 
without danger to the Calypso 
crew. 

At 2:30 p.m., ‘‘The Night of the 
Squid” will be featured. The an- 
nual mating frenzy of squid in 
California waters is investigated 
by Cousteau. Conclusions drawn 
from these studies should help to 
better understand the ecological 
balance necessary to continue 
valuable food resources.

Some Toy Tips From 
Junior Fire Marshals 


Toys - playthings - are the 
cause of serious injury to more 
than 700,000 children each year! 
The United States government, 
through the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, is fighting for 
children with the Child Protec- 
tion and Toy Act, but there is no 
substitute for parental common 
sense in selecting safe and ap- 
propriate toys. Stepping out of its 
customary fire education role, 
The Hartford Insurance Group, 
sponsor of the 26-year-old Junior 
Fire Marshal program, issues a 
warning to parents at the start of 
the toy-buying season. 

1. Examine a toy carefully 
before purchasing it. Look es- 
pecially for sharp edges, ‘‘but- 
ton’’ eyes and other small parts a 
child mightswallow, and general- 
ly poor construction. 

2.Watch out for flying objects. 
Darts, archery sets and rockets 
are dangerous, and while your 12- 
year-old may be capable of using 
them well and safely they are 
potentially extremely hazardous 
in the hands of a younger child. 
B-B guns are never safe or ap- 
propriate for a child of any age! 

3. Be wary of electrical toys. 
Never buy one unless it bears the 
Underwriters’ Laboratories 
(UL) label, and then be very sure 
it is appropriate for the child’s 
age and level of maturity. Don’t 
forget - a missing light bulb 
leaves a socket big enough for a 
little finger, and consider 
whether your six or eight-year- 
old can really be counted on not 
to immerse an electrical toy in 
water. : 

4. Chemistry sets are popular 
and educational, but can be ex- 
tremely dangerous. Be sure your 
child is not only old enough to 
handle one, but has the 
knowledge and maturity to treat 
it with proper respect. And don’t 
take chances. Watch how he uses 
it! 

5. Screws are safer than nails - 
and even they go quickly and 
easily into small mouths. Be sure 
screws used in toy construction 
are fastened securely. 

6. Never give a child a flam- 
mable object to play with. 

7. Check labels carefully to be 
sure any paint used is non-toxic. 

8. If a toy is designed to be 
ridden, be sure it is sturdy and 


stable, with a sufficiently wide

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wheel base to prevent it from 
toppling over. Check to see that 
wheels are fastened securely. 

9. Don’t give a two-wheel bicy- 
cle before a child is old enough to 
control it. 

10. Mini-bikes and snowmobiles 
are not toys, and under no cir- 
cumstances do they belong in the 


hands of children. 

11. Pay attention to the nota- 
tion frequently found on toy 
packages which indicates the age 
group for which that toy is deem- 
ed appropriate by the manufac- 
turer. It isn’t smart to give a two- 
year-old a toy designed for a six- 
to-eight-year-old. While the 
younger child may seem to be 


able to use it as intended, there | 


could well be a hidden danger 
which is not immediately ap- 
parent to the proud parent. 


The doting father who gives his 
toddling Mickey Mantle a 
baseball bat is giving him, not a 
toy or a piece of sports equip- 
ment, but a very dangerous 
weapon, | 

Common sense is the key. Toy 
purchasing should not be done in 
haste but should be conducted as 
if the choice of a toy were a life 
and death matter. It is - and it’s 
up to you to foresee all the in- 
herent dangers. 


Don't expect that a child will 


use a toy as intended; rather, ex- 
pect him to do the unexpected 
with it. Don’t take chances this 
holiday season. The price of a 
potentially dangerous toy is far 
higher than what’s marked on the 
tag. 

It matures in 5 years, 10 
months, draws 5% per cent in- 
terest over that period, and costs 
only $18.75. What is it? Right! A 
$25 U.S. Savings Bond - - the 
perfect gift for Christmas or any 
time.

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How Parents League Plays Santa 


If you went this year to the 
Parents’ League Ski and Skate 
Sale, to sell your child’s perfectly 
good outgrown skates, or to outfit 
your budding Buddy Werner at 
bargain prices, perhaps you 
stood in the middle of those 1,000 
sale items and wondered where 
the profits from the Ski and Skate 
Sale go? Or what happens to the 
unsold equipment after the sale? 

Or, for that matter, you may 
have wondered what on earth the 
Parents’ League is? Who belongs 
to it and why? 

The Curious Citizen, checking 
with Parents’ League President 
Mrs. Philip Weld, found that both 
the profits and the unsold items, 
if the owners do not wish to 
reclaim them, go to places and 
people in our community that can 
use them. 

The North Andover-Andover 
Parents’ League has donated ap- 
proximately $3,000 to community 
causes in the past three years, 
and given hundreds of unsold 
items to local agencies. 

The ‘‘profits’’ of the Parents’ 
League Ski and Skate Sale are the 
25 per cent of the selling price of 
each item that the Parents 
League keeps, giving 75 per cent 
back to the original owner who 
brought the item in. The Ski and 
Skate Sale itself is a community 
service in Andover and North An- 
dover which is so appreciated 
and so profitable that the 
Parents’ League just can’t stop 
doing it. The point is to help 
North Andover and Andover 
families get together for selling 
outgrown sports equipment in 
good condition and buying the 
next size at reasonable 
secondhand prices. As the Ski 


and Skate Sale has become more . 


popular each year, that 25 per 

cent of the profits mounts up. 
The Parents’ League has 

donated money to Greater 


Lawrence agencies in line with 
its philosophy, ‘‘to strengthen 
communications and 
relationships among parents, 
children, schools and com- 
munities.”’ 

In 1970, ‘71 and ‘72, the 
Parents’ League has donated 
money to the Student Activities 
Center, (High School); Realities, 
Inc.; GLEAM, for a freezer for 
the Day Care Center, and for art 
supplies; Andover’s Teenage 
Adult Collaborative; Andover’s A 
Better Chance Program; An- 
dover Hot Line; Community Day 
Care Center ‘of Lawrence, for 
outdoor gquipment; Andover’s 
ABC House, for a new vacuum 
cleaner; Project Care - Hot Line; 
YMCA Building Fund; (two 
checks in two years); and the 
Volunteer Inservice Program. 
The Parents’ League will be 
deciding in the next few months 
what agencies to support with the 
considerable profits from the 
1973 sale, the largest in its 
history. 

An extra community benefit is 
the donation of unsold items 
donated or unclaimed by the 
sellers. This year, over 35 pairs 
of skiis, 55 pairs of ski boots and 
55 pairs of skates were left over, 
plus miscellaneous items of 
clothing and equipment. Mrs. 
Weld reports that these were 
taken to the Andover ABC House, 
St. Ann’s Home, GLEAM and the 
Easter Seal Society, to find feet 
that will fit and enjoy them. 

The Parents’ League locally is 
not a large organization, Mrs. 
Weld said, and the sale could not 
have gone on without the help of 
organizations and_ individuals. 
Phillips Academy and the An- 
dover School of Business lent ad- 
ding machines for the sale days; 
89 people worked on the Ski and 
Skate Sale during the four days it 
was set up and run.

As for the Parents’ League 
itself, it is a Boston area 
organization of concerned 
parents, founded in 1902, now 
divided into 15 separate area 
groups. All interested parents 
are welcome, Each has _ local 
community services and pro- 
jects, such as North Andover- 
Andover’s Ski and Skate Sale. 

One purpose of the League is to 
strengthen the communications 
between the suburban area 
parents and children and their ur- 
ban center of Boston, so the main 
programs are offered by Boston, 
for the nominal dues fee. Mrs. 
Weld lists these in a Parents’ 
League letter each fall, with in- 
formation about youth activities

When we got about halfway 
there, just about where the 
Merritt Parkway splits off from 
the Connecticut Turnpike, I said, 
‘‘Let’s go on the Merritt 
Parkway this time. It’s so much 
more pleasant. And now that the 
speed limit is 50 miles per hour 
everywhere, it’s just as fast.’’ (I 
hadn't been able to talk Larry 
into going on the Merritt 
Parkway for years because the 
speed limit was five miles per 
hour slower than the Turnpike. ) 

Larry agreed. ‘it might be 
nice to see some trees,’’ he said. 
“The restaurants will’be less 
crowded, too. I know a place just 
off the road that used to make 
very good pies.” 

So we drove along the Merritt 
Parkway. Well, the restaurant 
must have changed hands since 
we last drove that way, because 
the pies weren’t much good any 
more, but we did enjoy the 
landscaping. Back when the 
Merritt Parkway was built, it 
was the latest thing in huge 
superhighways, but now it’s a 
restful relief from the eight-lane 
monstrosities of today. 

And Connecticut is going to 
keep it that way. 

The Merritt Parkway just 
barely escaped this month from 
being ‘‘improved’’ into another 
sterile eight-laner, with all its 
trees cut down and all its beauty 
destroyed. 

It seems that the Connecticut 
State Transportation Depart- 
ment announced plans last month 
to radically reconstruct the 
highway. But David A. Rosow, a 
Fairfield resident, organized a

“Save the Merritt Committee”’ 
which persuaded Governor 
Thomas J. Meskill that the plan 
was a mistake. Last week Gover- 
nor Meskill announced that the 
Merritt Parkway would not be 
rebuilt. 

The New York Times com- 
mented on the skillful citizen lub- 
bying which caused the 180 
degree turnabout in state policy: 
‘“‘Instead of resorting to 
demonstrations or court action, 
Rosow and his associates 
mustered their facts and began a 
patient face-to-face campaign of 
talks with state officials - an 
educational process - working up 
the chain of command. to the 
Governor, who correctly includ- 
ed that the opponents were right, 
his engineers were wrong.”’ 

Next spring, fuel crisis permit- 
ting, I hope we'll get to drive 
down the Merritt Parkway again 
and enjoy the dogwood trees in 
flower. That road has some of the 
most beautiful dogwood trees 
you'll ever see, ‘which in the 
years since the road was built 
have grown toa rich and graceful 
maturity. We’re glad the’re still 
going to be there next spring.

On Exhibit 


The Museum of Fine Arts 
offers a rare opportunity to see 
One Hundred Master Drawings 
from New England Private 
Collections through Jan. 27. This 
exhibition introduces unfamiliar 
aspects of such masters as Rem- 
brandt. Tiepolo, Goya, 
Delacroix, Daumier, Degas, Van 
Gogh, Picasso and Dali. 

Many of the original drawings, 
lent by forty-five collectors from 
all six New England states, have 
never been exhibited before. 
Organized by Dartmouth 
College, this traveling exhibition 
demonstrates the continuing 
vitality of a New England collec- 
ting tradition. 

The European and American 
drawings on view, dating from 
the 15th century to the present, il- 
luminate certain periods of 
Western draughtsmanship. The 
appearance of one drawing from 
the late 15th century is especially 
uncommon, as drawings done 
before 1600 are extremely rare. 
Several examples from the 16th 
and 17th centuries document the 
artistic activity of this period and 
include a superb drawing Joseph 
Telling the Dreams of the Butler 
and Baker (ca. 1635) by Rem- 
brandt van Rijn. 

Convulsive stylistic changes 
over the European continent in 
the latter half of the 18th century 
can be traced in the exhibition. 
Both the 19th and 20th centuries 
are strongly represented, il- 
lustrating major streams in con- 
temporary art. 

The subjects of the drawings on 
view are as diverse as the style 
and techniques. Several studies 
of animals, including a strange 
and literal portrait of a 
Rhinoceros (1959), by Salvador 
Dali, animate the exhibition. 
Other subjects include 
landscapes, literary, biblical and 
genre scenes and numerous 
studies of the human face. 

Several recent Museum ac- 
quisitions highlight a com- 
plementary exhibition Drawings 
from the Museum Collection, in 
the Print Galleries through mid- 
February. Drawings by such 
masters as Rembrandt, Turner, 
Ingres, Beardsley and Modigliani 
and drawings by lesser known 
European and American artists 
span the last five centuries and 
indicate the breadth of the 
Museum’s drawing collection. 

A variety of styles, techniques 
and subjects are represented in 
these drawings which range from 
a sketchy landscape by Turner to 
the finished Street Vendor (1851- 
55) by Eastman Johnson. 

The print corridors are 
currently bedecked with 
porcelain objects, silk fabrics 
and colorful etchings in the ex- 
hibition Chinoiserie, a whimsical 
sidelight to the Museum’s major 
exhibition, Unearthing China’s 
Past. This French term refers to 
a style, particularly popular in 
the 18th century, of applying fan- 


tastic oriental motifs to objects |

Naturally 


Whether lights on the Christ- 
mas tree are out... orin...or 
few .. . depending on what you've 
heard from Washington within 
the hour - - it will pay to 
remember that decorating your 
tree with natural products can 
save your money, electricity and 
a troubled conscience, says the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA). 

A pound of fresh native 
cranberries, a batch of popcorn 
and a needle and thread are all 
you and the kids need to make 
delightful decorations. Just str- 
ing the cranberries like beads, 
adding popcorn for contrast. 
Alternate them singly or in mul- 
tiples, or devise your own 
designs. The possibilities are 
limitless. 

You can make garlands of in- 
finite length, as well as drops and 
dangles to hang from bough ends 

_. clusters, balls or what have 
you. It’s a fine family game, and 
when you dispose of the tree, give 
the decorations to the birds. 

Fresh cranberries from 
Massachusetts are in good supply 
on produce counters, and priced 
quite reasonably. You'll find 
them in one-pound window boxes 
as well as in cello bags; some are 
on sale. Two or three pounds will 
go a long way.

WarnsOn Heating Methods 


Families trying to cut fuel 
costs this winter are asked to 
take protective measures so as 
not to expose children to the 
hazards of makeshift heating 
methods. Maurice A. Bova, 
ACSW, District Executive, for 
Children’s Protective Services, 
the Massachusetts Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, reminds parents, ‘In 
your concern over the energy 
crisis, take care that you don’t 
leave yourself open to other 
crises.” 

Mr. Bova offers the following 
guidelines to parents of small 
children and urges those with 
older children to discuss with 
them the hazards of these alter- 
native heating methods: 

Fires - Do not use combustible 
liquids such as_ gasoline, 
kerosene or lighter fiuids to start 
or freshen a fire. Make sure the 
damper is open and a metal 
screen is placed in front of the 
fireplace. Do not leave a fire un- 
attended. Keep matches out of 
reach. Warn younger children not 
to try to tend a fire or get too 
close because clothing might 
catch on fire. 

Portable ‘‘space’’ heaters - 
(Any gasoline or oil burning 
heaters that are not connected to 
a chimney flue.) These are out- 
lawed in the state and must not 
be used under any conditions. 
They are aptly called 
‘‘eremators’’ and are deadly 
because they can easily cause 
fires and/or carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

Fixed ‘‘space’’ heaters -(Any 
gasoline or oil burning heaters 
permanently connected to a 
chimney flue.) These should be 
professionally installed and 
maintained, with the fuel con- 
tainer at least 42 inches away 
from the heater. Protect children 
from these. Warn them not to get 
too close or they can burn 
themselves.

Butternut and Blue Hubbard 
squash from Bay State farms is 
still in heavy supply, and very 
reasonably priced. They can 
make the most economical pies, 
muffins and side dishes on your 
table this year. 

Native cabbage and carrots are 
in good supply, and priced 
reasonably. 

Fresh tomatoes, though not 
native, appear to be well stocked 
at most produce counters. Quali- 
ty is quite good, prices moderate. 

Excellent native cider and 
apples are in lighter demand 
right now, but quite available. 
Prices are about the same as dur- 
ing the past month or two.

the appropriate label, either UL 
(Underwriter’s Laboratories) of 
AGA (American Gas Associa- 
tion) indicating it meets safety 
specifications. Warn children to 
keep away from these heaters, 
and not to move one while it is 
running. Never plug a heater into 
a standard extension cord (which 
does not have the capacity for it.) 
Replace cracked or frayed cords. 
Shut off all heaters before going 
to bed. 

Ovens -Do not use them to heat 
the kitchen. They are not design- 
ed for this use, which only serves 
to waste more gas or electricity. 
And open oven doors are an in- 
vitation to disaster. 

Outdoor grills -Do not use in- 
doors, unless placed in the 
fireplace with the damper open 
and a fresh supply of air provid- 
ed. These are easily upset by 
children and pets. If you must 
use one indoors, hard coal is 
better than soft coal which gives 
off carbon monoxide. 

Heating grates - Children must 
not touch them. The temperature 
at the level of a floor grate has 
been recorded at 300-350 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Removal of protec- 
tive covering from heating pipes, 
radiators, and floor grates may 
save on heating costs, but leave 
hot metal surfaces exposed to 
children.

No Immediate Change 
In School Scheduling 


Monday’s state decision 
suspending the 180-school day 
rule and allowing schools to go on 
an hourly basis to cope with the 
energy crisis - - will not have any 
immediate effect here, Dr. 
Kenneth R. Seifert, superinten- 
dent of schools, told the School 
Committee Tuesday night. 

Seifert said that the ‘‘top 
priority” is to keep school going 
on a regular daily basis. 

If we run into a problem, the 
February vacation could be ex- 
tended, he went on. ‘‘But at this 
point in time, we're following 
ahead with the normal school 
calendar, and will be coming 
back the Wednesday after the 
holidays.”’ 

Seifert also restated the ques- 
tion brought up at a regional 
superintendent’s meeting a few 
weeks ago: ‘‘Somebody,’’ he 
said, ‘‘has got to tell us if there 
actually is a crisis.”’ 

In answer to School Committee 
questions about an oil contingen- 
cy plan, Business Manager 
Edward Weil said there appeared 
to be no problem with oil now. 

“T want to see the January 
allocation and see if it presents 
any problem,”’ he went on. ‘‘If so, 
then we have a set of priorities, 
from what we’re doing now, to 
closing extra services, to closing 
all the way down.”’ 

In other action Tuesday, the 
Committee adopted new 
guidelines for forming policy, 
and acted on several personnel 
changes. 


According to the policy, co- 
authored by Committeeman John 
Wragg and William Lane, a new 
policy will be presented to the 
committee at a public meeting 
by a committeeman or school ad- 
ministrator. An attempt then will 
be made to inform the communi- 
ty and seek comment, and at the 
next regular public meeting, the 
administration will submit a 
written report as to the es- 
timated impact of the policy and 
any recommended changes. The 
committee will then take final 
action. 

Mrs. Lois Haslam was named 
principal at Doherty School 
effective Dec. 19, and retroactive 
to Nov. 7. She succeeds Earl 
Simon, and has been acting prin- 
cipal there since July. 

Appointed to coaching 
positions for the winter season 
were Kenneth Maglio and 
Richard Ferguson, boys gym- 
nastics at East and West Junior 
Highs respectively, and Peter 
Anderson and David Amundsen, 
intramural ice hockey coaches at 
East and West. 

The Committee increased the 
hours of Mrs. Florence Slade, a 
teacher aide at Shawsheen 
School, from 17.5 hours to 35 
hours per week; approved the 
transfer of Norman Ross, from 
senior custodian at Doherty 
School to junior custodian at 
East Jr. High; and approved the 
promotional transfer of George 
Connors, with whom Ross 
switched places. 


Perrin Publishes 
Peculiar Poetry 


Stephen Perrin, 35 School St., 
Andover, teacher at The Land- 
mark School in Pride’s Crossing, 
is author, or rather designer, of 
“earth heart,’’ a small book of 
visual poems just published by 
the Addison Gallery of American 
Art. It is a poetry peculiar to the 
typewriter. 

Perrin’s conception of a visual 
poem is that the visual design of 
the typewritten poem is predomi- 
nant, adding to and mixing with 
the meaning. Reading the poem 
aloud, without seeing how it is 
printed on the page, would be 
pointless. 

His poem on time, for exam- 
ple, is typed in groups of letters, 
syllables and words in a circle. 
The poem starts at midnight, or 
noon, and the group of syllables 
and words at the one o'clock posi- 
tion are read next, then those at 
two o'clock, etc. 

The little book, small enough to 
fit into a Christmas stocking, is 
full of puzzles, patterns and 
amusements, obviously made to 
please a child who cannot read 
yet, but knows what he likes to

see, as well as the adult or child 
who likes to discover new shapes 
and meanings out of familiar 
words. Perrin plays tricks on 
words with typewriter spacing, 
stacking them in funny ways. He 
is trying to make us appreciate 
words and syllables more keenly, 
by making us see them in un- 
familiar juxtapositions. But 
“earth heart’’ also has a 
traditional poetic quality of 
frugality - - the distillation and 
condensation of meaning into the 
least possible number of words. 
Perrin’s visual poetry has to be 

seen to be appreciated.
